. SORCERER'S POWER. ° 


SUPERSTITION DYING HARD, 


‘There is little to be jubilant about in connec-. 
tion with the report for 1904 of the Administra- 
tor of British New Guinea, says the Melbourne 
correspondent of. the Daily Chronicle, Sorcery 
seems ta have as powerful an influence over 
the native mind as it had when the territory 
first passed under the British flag. Every offi- 
cial bemoans its power, and:cites dozens of 
shocking examples of its dire results, War, 
has been declared by the authorities upon this 
terrible plague, bur without appreciable result, 

Captain Barton, the Administrator, states in 
his report ;~Natives who have been in close 
contact with Europeans for many years, and 
have had frequent opportunity of observing that 
sorcery has little or no effect on the habits 
and customs of such Europeap people, still 
cling to their old beliefs and practices, and, in 
spite of a.close watch being kept for opportuni- 
ties of checking this baneful habit, it is seldom 
that offenders can be caught and punished. 
So great is the fear of natives of what may 
befall them if they betray a sorcerer that it is 
extremely difficult for a case to be proved in 
the law courts, and the sorcery goes on, and 
has its effect on almost every action of the 
native’s: daily’ life,..and, the steps taken to- 
eradicate it appear as but n drop of water in 
the ocean, wey : 

Hospitals appear the only successful antidote 
to the sorcerer. Yet so ingrained is the oative 
mind with the belief in sorcery\that when o. 
Papuan ji‘ cured at the native hospital at 
Samarai he regards the cure as merely clear; 
evidence that the white man’s enchantment 
are more powerful than the local sorcerers, |

While everybody will rejoice that. peace 


otice more exists between Russia ahd Japan, 


there is a.very general. opinion that the 
terms ‘arranged are -decidedly satisfactory 
from the Russian’ point of new. Indeed, 
Russia has emerged from the peace negolia- 
tions with, most of the honours. No doubt, 
some of ‘the conditions submitted by. Japan 
as a basis of discussion were -too harsh, but: 
they have been so whittled away. by the 
negotiating parties. that hardly anything 
of: the original terms remains... Japan 
abandons her claim to ‘an. indemnity, 
divides’ Saghatien- with Russia, gives up 
her claim to the interned Russian war: 
ships, and’ takes no step to limit: Russia’s 
strength in the Far East. As compensation 
for the ‘Titanic struggle she has made for 
supremacy, Japan has to be content with a 
protectorate over Korea, the control of the 
railway in Liaotung, and the knowledge that 
Manchuria will be restored to China. . It 
seems incredible that Russia should have 
been allowed to get off so lightly. Of course, 
Japan by her conduct of the war has gained 


‘| in prestige and honour, but who is to repay 


her for the waste of blood and treasure 
which the campaign entailed? A telegram 
which has appeared in a contemporary says 
that “general disappointment is expressed 
in Great Britain at the leniency of Japan’s 
claims,” and we can well understand that 
fecling. But it appears to us that there have 
been under-currents at work bringing pres- 
sure on the parties to arrive at a settlement. 
Otherwise the ridiculously cheap terms ac- 
corded Russia would. be inexplicable. Be- 
yond the loss in money and lives, Russia 
stands practically in the same position, ‘now 
as she did before the outbreak ‘of hostili: 
ties, It is true that Russia must evacuate 
Manchuria ; but, as she never had any right 
in that province, and was pledged to the eva- 
cuation in any event, she has, lost little by 
consenting to that condition. The division’ 
of Saghalien is a small matter to Russia,’ al- 
though it may mean much ‘to Japan, ‘The 
stern claim to the interned Russian warships 
and ‘an. indemnity were: the really ‘crucial 
points submitted by Japan and now they 
have been abandoned. Russia may have 
lost face as a world power,, but can 
it be said that she has been crippled ? 
‘The onlookers at the war desired above. all 
things that Russian pretensions should be 
nipped in the bud, that-at least it should be 
rendered impossible for her to ‘menace the 
peace of the world for the next half’ century, 
Has that object been attained? We doubt 
it very much, Russia has crept out of her 


J entanglements with all the astuteness for 


which she is renowned ; she has lost in the. 
war, but her reputation is not utterly gone 
With her immense. recuperative powers, 
Russia will be as formidable as ever in less 
than a decade. She will realise that her 
friends have deserted her, that she stands 
alone in the world; but Russia has never 
shown any kecn desire to make friendships, 
other than those which mean’ profit and 
assistance, preferably of a monetary nature, 
so that her isolation will not in the least affect 
her amour propre. She is at liberty now to 
tackle the serious problems of internal go- 
vernment, and if she decides to grant her 
people that freedom and liberty of action’ 
which is the birth right of every ‘sane sub- 
ject she will yet build up an Empire which 
may sway the destinies of the world.

Sn all probability the typhoon which passed 
to the south of the colony yeslerday evening has 
now spent itself on the coast tothe north-east 
of Hainan, Nothing worse -than 9 strong’ 
gale was experienced in the Colony so.’ that 
the daniage, reported is but’ comparatively 
trifling, and confined to the overturning 
of matsheds,, the uprooting of trees and 
the smashing of windows, At Pokfulum a 


“Tl targe tree was blown down and completely 


blocked the road to, all vehiculary traffic, 
but a gang of coolies was to-day engaged in 
chopping. up the obstruction which will soon 


he cleared, At Samsuipo a military telegraph 


pole was blown down, and the wires damaged, 
cwhile an tastern Extension Telegraph Com- 
pany's pole.was also b.own down at, the same 
place, At No, 112 Samsuipo Koad a fire 
broke out, through sparks being ‘blown from 
the kitchen, where food was being cooked, 
‘into a storehouse fitled with pigs’ and dried 
yrass, ‘The dried Krass was scon in flames, 
but the pigs were got out, though some of 
them were terribly burnt and-bad to be 
destroyed, The duties of the Fire Brigade were 
here assumed, by the elements, as the deluge 
of rain which at the time commenced ta fall 
extinguished the flimes before they could 
spread to any of the near-by matsheds. The 
place where the fire originated was completely 
burat down the damage being estimated at 
about §120. ‘The singed porkers sold like 
wild-fire, and were ai unexpected wind. 
{all for the neighbours,” At Tsim Tea Tsui the 
stays of the signal staff carried away, ‘so that 
the signals hoisted there had to be lowered to 
prevent the staff'snapping from the force of 
the wind and the one-sided stayless weight 


“At. the junction of McDonnell Road and 


Ansten Road ‘several trees were blown 
down, the roof of a matshed near-by being 
also blown away, while the malshed of the 
Star Ferry wharf on, the Kowloon side also 
“went by the board,’ as did one ot Black- 
head's Point and that covering Statue wharf, 
Hongkong. At Hung Hom a wooden summer 
house, the property of Mr. Lemni, was also 
taken by the wind, which played with it fora 
moment and dropped it in search of other prey. 
In the harbour not much damage appears to 
have been’ done among the junks and sampans, 
which luckily at the firstsign of an alarm scuttled 
like rabbits to their warrens, or havens of safety, 
in the various safe anchorages in the harbour.

of branches of trees were blown‘down in nearly 
every district, The Football Club's shed at 
Happy Valley was another victim, and was 
almost entitely demolished, while matsheds 
and trees on the’ Wong-nei-chong Road were 
knocked down like ninepins, ‘ 

Launch No, 5, belonging to the Hongkong 
and Whampoa Dock Company, in trying to 
make for shelter, bumped: under the stern of 
H.MS, Jamar, and stove in her side, smashed 
her bulwarks and bent her stern, She was at 
length got away ioto safety, and will have to be 
placed in dock for repairs.

ON NAVAL CANTEENS, - 
U j 
Canteens and the ration question are coming 

to the fore again. With regard to the former, 

weseem as far asever from hitting upon a 

satisfactary system, says a writer in a bome 
paper who apparently is unaware of the work- 

ing of the canteens for the use of the Army and 

Navy in Hongkong. ‘The very best man- 

aged canteens in the Navy, probably in the 

whole Services, are those at the different Royal 

Marine barracks, But they have. the obvious 

advantage ofbeing permanent, where thoge afloat 
exist only for 0 long as the ship is in commis- 
sion, In running these the writer states that 
there is no uniformity of method, Some-are 
managed by a Committee of the Lower Deck, 
others are letto contractors, who make what 

profit they can. Neither method gives satis- 
faciion to the men, Contractors, they com- 
plain, overcharge them, and where the com- 
mittee [system is in vogue the men aver that 
canteen funds are often used for purposes other 
than they should be. The bluejacket is. 
admittedly a suspicious individual; but he 
does not always grumble without reason. 
The canteen fund is, in some cascs, treated asa 
reserve to be drawn ma for allsorts of things. 
Perhaps this way of regarding it is not so 
general as it used to be, when the canteen 
occasionally bad to “find paint for the ship. 
As regards the alternative, a contractor must 
make a profit orhe cannot continue in busi 
ness. And his return must be sufficiently large 
ito enable him to supply messtraps, . Until. 
quite recently, the Admiralty deemed a square- 
bladed clasp knife to be sufficient table cutlery 
fora bluejacket. Even now, they leave bim 
to find his own plates and dishes, Jack looks 
to the canteen, or to bis mess fund, for these, 
Coming to rations, the system introduced asa 
consequence of the report madé by Admiral 
Rice's Committee appears to be working Sess 
successfully than: was hoped.

Chinese Minister to the Court of St. James, At 
a matter offact, to those who understand the 
workings of Chinese officialdom it is quite ap 
parent that his appointment to London as 
Chang Té-yi's’ successor is" [rish promotion,’ 
since with the ‘rank of an Imperial High Com 
missioner, plus the brevet grade of Fu Tu 
tung, or Military Deputy Lieutenant-Governor, 
which makes the holder of the rank an officer 
of the Second grade, Class A, T’ang Shao-yl 
stands on‘a level with the Governor of a pro’ 
vince, whereas a Chinese Minister of the First 
Class accredited to any of the. Great Powers 
usually ‘bears a. brevet 4th Metropolitan 
tank, making him eligible at most for a Pio: 
vincial Judgeship or Salt ‘Commissionership, 
One can then easily’ sympathise with H.E. 
Tang Shacyi's dislike to his new appointment 
Unless the Chinese Government increases the 
official standing of its representatives at the 
capitals of the Great Powers and raises‘ them to 
the rank of Ambassadors, making them eligible 
to, the Governorship of a province, we shall 
continue to see men, of ability and high rank 
constantly refusing posts abroad.

RUSSIAN BEAUTY TYPES, 
—————_— 
WOMEN OF THE LAND OF THE 
MUSCOVITE, 


Ithas‘often been remarked ‘tat there are 
few cities where one Sees so many handsome 
men ‘as ip St, Petersburg. This is partly 
oWing to the prevalence of uniforms, which 
certainly set off the person to advantage, partly 
also to théfact that all the-handsomest men in 
the provinces are constantly in demand as 
recruits for the various regiments of the guards 
stationed in St. Petersburg, Some thing must 
also’be attributed to the constant efforts of the 
Russians to give themselves the most agree: 
able forms, [n no other capital are there so 
few cripples and so few deformed people, and 
this is noi owing merely to their being less 
tolerated there than elsewhere, but also, it is 
said, to the fact that the Slavonian race is less 
apt than any other to produce deformed chil- 
dren, ; t 

On the other hand at every step you ‘meet 
‘men whose exterior you'cannot but admire, 
anda moment’s reflection must fill you with 
regret that there should be so few fair eyes to 
contemplate so many handsome specimens of 
manhood, St, Petersbury is, unfortunately, ‘a 
city of men, the male sex being in a majority 
of at least one hundred thousand. The 
women are by bo means distinguished for 
their charms... The climate seems to be 
unfavourable ‘to the development of female 
beauty. It quickly fades in so rude an 
atmosphere, and, as there are so’ few beautiful 
women, they are all the more: in. demand for 
the ballroom and the soiree, and are the mote 
quickly used up by the friction ‘of dissipation. 
Whether.this be the real cause, or whether the 
Russian women are naturally less handsome, 
comparatively, than the men, certain it is that 
a fresh, handsome looking girl is but rarely to 
‘be seen at St, Petersburg. 

. The German ladies from the Baltic provinces 
form the exception, and it is fram Finland, 
Livonia, Rsthonia and. Courland that the gay 


circles of the capital receive their chief supply’ 


of beauty. It may be owing to this that the 
Russians have so high an opinion of German 
beauty thal they: rarely withhold from Nyem 
(a: German woman) the epithet of krassivaya or 
beautiful, The ladies at St, Petersburg, though 
in such great demand on account of their 
‘scarcity, are liable, from the ‘same cause, fo 
many inconveniences. For instance, it is im- 
possible for them to walk in the streets even in 
broad daylight without a male escort.

On theother hand, the Rus#ian peasant girl 
is nearly always good lookitys’. She.is generzl- 
ly a pretiy round faced girl, with black, archiog 
brows sumounting. clear brown cyes, with.

and blue fibbons, which, together with her Jong 
braids, a bouquet of field flowers and a hand- 
some crown, make a. most ravishing picture, 
Though there are some pronounced types:.of 
beauty among. the Russian peasantry, the 
females, are in general more remarkable fora 
healthy and wholesome complexion than: for 
beauty.

, “PICTURESQUE ‘NATIVE ‘COSTUMES, 

The costume of peasant. women ‘in Little 
Russia is very plain, but very fetching. ‘They 
wear a long white skirt. With wide sleeves, 
which are embroidered .with red handworked 
flowers and stars, Their jacket, which is call- 
‘ed “Sissetta” is generally of black velvet, and 
is the favourite article of their wardrobe, The 
skirt is gathered at the top and trimmed with 
velvet at bottom. In summer they wear, large 


slippers, with high heels, made of very black 
leathers in winter high shoes, which are called-f. . 
“choboty” and almost without exception they |: ; 


wear-nround their necks the “ nanisto” a string 
of red beads, Their hair is braided in two 
braids and bound together with long ribbons 
cof red or pink. The married women wear a 
bonnet called the “chepchik,” Io winter they 
all wearthe “Sorhukh,” a long white coat. 
The bride’s costume is about the same, only, 
she has newer. and more expensive clothes. 
A lew days. before her wedding, chaperoned 
by two of her girl friends, “druyhki," she goes, 
to invite her friends to the ceremony, and she 
bows Jow fo every ope'she meets in the street, 
On this pilgrimage she wears a towel with red 
‘ends around her body, The dress of the mar- 
ried women among all. the Russian peasants, 
where the custom of purchasing wives prevails, 
js better and more valuable than that of the 
girls for the dress of the wives does credit to 
‘their husbands, while that of the unmarried 
women, when they are sold, is a loss to their 
parents. . nae a 
* ‘The Finaish women wear wonderful: designs 
in aprons and silver, ornaments, and under a 
white handkerchief a, stiff and shiny white 
circlet, which seems to wear-away their bright 
and light tresses. 


The national costume of the Lettes has noth- 
ing sttiking either.in colour, form or material, 
and both male and femate dress exclusively in 
white and light gray. These pale gray and 
grayish white dresses Seem characteristic of 
the mild, quiet, timid disposition of the people 
themselves. nue, pe , 

The women wear chemises edged -with red- 
borders, full petlicoats and’ closely fitting 
bodices, and over the whole a large, thick white 
mantle, which rises stiffly fromthe neck and 
is fastened on the breast by a large braoch or 
aigrette. They expend most: trouble and 
money upon this ornament, which is of very 
various forms and sizes, and generally made 
either of silver oramber. The latter material,

They do.not often adorn themselves. with

‘The 
boys who run behind the oxen and horses 
always wear gloves, J'he woodcuitters in the 
forest never chop trees without, gloves and_a 
farm servant will use eight or ten pairs of 
gloves in the yeat_ Gloves ape very’ frequent 
presents among the Lettes, and at a wedding 
a bride generally gives away three or four 
hundred pairs among her guests. Lettes make 
them of soft white wool ornamented wth a 
variety of red flowers, stats and scroll&\ of 


different shapes, of which they are continually J 


inventing new ones. 

Another very important article of their dress 
is the handkerchief, which is also often given 
away. It is made very ornamental, interwoven 
with silver threads and eet with silver fringes. 
It is regarded as ‘an emblem of order and 
cleaning and is a favourite wedding orna- 


ment. Wedding guests wear handkerchiefs 


fastened in various ways to their breasts and 


shoulders. Young girls will work for years to 
have a good provision of handkerchiefs fastened 
to wear and to give awny at their wed- 
dings, The Lettes never part with their 
finery; for it-is their custom to bury the dead 
in their most festive dress, : 
PICTURESQUE HE4DGEAR, 

All the Jewesses in New Russia and in Little 
Russia, as far as Gallacia, wear a huge stiffand 
very unbecoming cap, the foundation of which 
is usually of black velvet, over which is formed 
acomplete network of pearls and this orna- 
ment they call the “mushka” With rich and 
poor alike the mushka is always nearly the 
same. in form, the onty difference being the 
greater or less value of: the pearls and, oc- 
casinnally, other precious stones attached to it. 
A girl in this way often carries balf her fortune 
on her head, for'hese caps are generally. worth 
from $250 to $500, and some of them are even 
valued. at several thousand dollars, The 
moshka is worn alike on holidays and working 
days, in the kitchen and on the promenade, and 
the head. is often seen resplendent with pearls 
when all the rest of the costume consists 
of comparatively mere rags. ‘This fashion 
gives rise to a very extensive trade in 
pearls at Odesss, Taganrog and other ports 
of the Black, Sea. Within the geographical 
limits in which the mush a is worn there are 
supposed to be about twajmillions of Jews. 
Now, supposing that: among them there are 
only three bundred thousand adult women, and 
that only half ofthese weas muskas though in 
point of fact nose but the very poorest and the 
few who affect an aristocratic tone are ever to 
be seen without the distinguished ornament, 
and supposing that oo an average.cach is only
